THE. HAGUE, March. 31, (Delayed in 
Transmission.)—The secret of the in- 
creased diplomatic tension in Holland is 
being well Kept. Even’ persons whose 
positions justify the assumption that 
they have knowledge of what is hap- 
pening confess that they themselves are 
puzzled. 

A competent authority today informed 
The Associated Press that there was no 
immediate prospect of Holland’s becom- 
ing _ involved in hostilities with any 
power, although it. was true that Ger- 
many lately had somewhat increased her 
forces along the frontier and that pre- 
cautionary measures on Holland’s side 
were a natural consequence. It was 
pointed out that if war were impending 
more would be done than the temporary 
stoppage of furloughs, which, however, 
had been done before.

WAITE NOW ADMITS 
INTENT'T0 KILL WIFE 


Confesses Plan to Murder Her 
as Soon as She Should Get Her 
Share of Father’s Fortune. 


MONEY HIS CRIME INCENTIVE 


Health Prevents Arraignment Today 
—District Attorney Close 
Upon Blackmailers. 


Dr. Arthur Warren Waite confessed 
yesterday that, in addition to murdering 
his wife’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. John 
E. Peck of Grand Rapids, Mich., he had 
also intended to poison his wife. The 
District Attorney had evidence that Dr. 
Waite had induced his wife to make a 
will leaving practically all of her $500,- 
000 fortune to him, and that hdé had at- 
tempted to allay in advance any possible 
suspicion by spreading a report that’ 
Mrs. Waite was in poor health. 

Walter R.. Deuel, counsel for Dr. 
| Waite. Was asked. yesterday the direct 
question: “4 Has Dr. Waite ‘confessed 
that he planned to kill his wife?” 

Mr. ‘Deuel .hesitated’ a moment and 
replied: ‘‘ Although I should prefer not 
to discuss that question, I can’t deny 
that such a confession has been made.” 

Mr. Deuel further admitted that Dr. 
Waite was guiced and impelled in his 
murders and plans of murder by cu- 
pidity: alone. He married Clara Waite 
without loving. her. He had lived in 
Grand Rapids and knew that John E. 
Peck had about $1,000,000, and that all 
of it would go to his two children, Clara 
and Percy. He therefore set about de- 
liberately, first to make Clara his wife, 
then to murder Mr. and Mrs. Peck, and 
finally, after he had made sure that he 
would inherit his wife's fortune, to put 
her out of the way. 

It is also believed that Waite planned 
the death of Miss Catherine E. Peck, 
his wife’s aunt, who has a fortune. Dr. 
Waite, by ingratiating himself with Miss 
Peck, obtained from her about $100,000, 
and probably anticipated that he would 
be tee of treated mn her will. 

oney was Dr. Waite’s motive,’ Mr. 
Dewvel said yesterday. ‘‘He wanted a 
fortutie. He wanted to be a rich man. 
not simply a man in comfortable cir- 
cumstances.”’ 

The District Attorney’s investigators 
wil), work today to prove the now ac- 
cepted theory that Dr. Waite was the 
victim of blackmailers who got large 
sums of money. The telegram signed 
“kK, Adams,’’ which, it is believed, made 
Dr. Waite an easy victim, is one of the 
most important clues in this investiga- 
tion. Detective Cunniff interviewed the 
employe of the telegraph company who 
received the message at the Grand Cen- 
tral Terminal and obtained a remark- 
ably accurate description of one of the 
men suspected of sending the telegram. 

Another important development yes- 
terday was the discovery by Mr. Dooling 
of evidence which convinced him that 
the blackmailers first deceived Dr. 
Waite by promising to aid him, which 
they had no intention of doing; then 
that one of them robbed the other. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Dooling, one black- 
mailer got a large sum from Dr. Waite, 
then reported to his companions that 
he had received a much smaller sum, 
which, with a show of fairness, he pro- 
ceeded to divide. The larger sum the 
man kept. for himself. This sum the 
District Attorney, it is said, has gotten 
into ag ssession.

FRESH GERMAN FORCE AT VAUX 


Four New Brigades Aided in the 
Capture of the Village. 


PARIS, April 2.—Four frésh brigades 
participated in the German attack which 
ended in the occupation of the village 
of Vaux, to the northeast of Verdun, 
says an eyewitness of the battle. 

The assault began with a night 
attack, which is the kind most fre- 
quently employed by the Germans. All 
Friday evening the village and its sur- 
roundings were copiously shelled. The 
attack: was begun from the north at 3 
o’clock in the morning, by a brigade de- 
bouching from trenches on the hillside 
east of Fort Douaumont and advancing 
as far as the railroad line in front of 
the advanced French position, where it 
was checked by French infantry and a 
barring fire which was so intense that 
the assailants were unable to hold their 
ground. They retired to their trenches 
much depleted in numbers. 

It was a fresh brigade which made the 
second’ attack toward 5 o’clock in the 
morning. It came from the east with an 
abundant supply of powerful grenades 
that demolished the houses occupied by 

defenders of the town. . Though part- 
ly buried under the ruins, the French 
stuck stubbornly to their posts, which 
they yielded only step by step, inflicting 
severe losses upon the attack! force,

If she believes that her fate 
in this war depends on her cutting off 
these supplies for the Allies we cannot 
expect that she will hesitate in these 
attempts, particularly if there ts not 
even an assumption of friendly relations 
with the United States. 

‘“* Bluntly, therefore, we know that the 
situation today is far more serious than 
it has ever been, and the worst of it is 
that we seem to have reached an im- 

se where an extension of our 
patience and avoidance of the final issue 
are no longer possible. This impasse 
is none of our maktng. If the arbitra- 
ment of war comes it will be none the 
less to the credit of the United States— 
in spite of the contemptible sneers of 
certain candidates for office—that his- 
tory will record the exhaustion of every 
honorable effort on the part of the 
President to keep our country out of 
the conflict. 

‘Not the least dangerous and sig- 
nificant feature of the situation is our 
conviction that the Villa raid, coming 
pga ae gf with this new subma- 
rine policy of Germany, has some con- 
nection with it.

Miles of Trenches. intand’ Are 
Manned Nightly and Three 
Fleets Are Ready. 


400 AEROPLANES SCOUTING 


New Type Disappearing Guns Van- 
ish Urider the Water—All Shore 
Leave Is Suspended. 


According to a passenger who arrived 
here on Wednesday last from London 
the Admiralty believes that Germany 
may attempt to invade England in the 
next few weeks, and has made all 
preparations to give the enemy a warm 
reception. = 

The southeast and east boasts are pro- 
tected for miles inland “by trenches 
which are filled with troops every night. 
A fleet of 100 naval aeroplanes make 
flights out over the North Sea day and 
night to get the first sight of any of 
the German scout ships approaching 
from Heligoland. Powerful searchlights 
have been placed all along the coast; 
which will light the surface of the water 
as by day in case of an attack... 

“ By courtesy of the Admiralty,’” the 
passenger said yesterday, ‘‘ I was taken 
to a base along the east coast, where 
there was a fleet of light cruisers as- 
sembled,- which are of the latest type 
and superior to the Arethusa class. They 
are armed: with three six-inch, as well 
as smaller quick-firing and machine 
guns, and have a speed of thirty-five 
knots. Except the new type of destroy- 
ers, which can make forty knots, these 
cruisers are thé fastest war vessels in 
the world. I saw a flotilla of the new 
destroyers and also a flotilla of the lat- 
est type of submarines in the British 
Navy, which was accompanied by two 
mother ships. 

“‘The naval commander who accom- 
panied me on my tour explained a new 
type of disappearing big guns which 
suddenly rise from the water, fire a 


round and then sink beneath the waves 
without Jeaving any trace behind them, 
the submerged torpedo tubes at various 
points along the coast, and other speci- 
mens of what he termed ‘* frightful- 
ness,’ which were waiting to welcome 
any -invader on the shores of ancient 
Albion. . These preparations are ex- 
clusive of the permanent land forts 
which have been equipped with the big 
naval guns having a range of twenty- 
three to ere miles. 

‘“‘The battleship fleets are stationed 
ready for action at three bases adjacent 
to the North Sea. The first fleet, which 
ees. the nate cruisers and swiftest 
battleshi is within twelve hours 

the strategic centre in the 
North Sea, and the other fleets can 
reach that position within fifteen and 
eighteen hours respectively. The com- 
mander also informed me that some of 
the latest superdreadnoughts had been 
equipped with heavy guns, which would 
astonish the world by their powers of 
déstruction when they get into action. 

“The officers and men of the fleets 
get shore leave every three months to 
see their families, and are all well 
trained and in the best physical condi- 
tion and eager for the fray. All leave 
was stopped at the risons alo the 
east coast when I left England, and the 
leave was also stopped on the warships 
until abe 4 orders ned been received 
from the Admiralty, as it was expected 
the German fleet intended to make a 
dash*across: the North Sea some dark 
night and fire a few shells at the coast 
owns. 


“ An official at the Admiralty informed 
-_ that the only difference observed 
jf mevehantmen of the allied countries 
since they mounted guns on deck was 
that the German submarine command- 
ers let them sé€verely ajone. All the 
unarmed steamers and sailing veséels 
have been torpedoed without warning. 
The A is doing all in its power 
to check the renewed submarine activ- 
ity in the English Channel and Irish 
Sea, but there is a leakage somewhere 
in the system of patrol and net trawl- 
ing which enableg the Germans to get 
through. Quite recently they have suc- 
ceeded in sinking vessels off Dover. 
Folkestone, Havre, the east coast o 
England, and the southwest coast of 
Ireland. 

“TIT was detained twelve hours at 
Havre waiting for the port to be opened 
and saw three transports arrive with 
10,000 British infantry and cavalry on 
board and four supply ships with stores 
which were all convoyed over by de- 
stroyers from Southampton and Ports- 
mouth. One of the_ stone pliers. at

‘The auxiliary cruiser Alcantara was 
torpedoed by the German raider.

He reviewed his own political course

SOFIA, March 31, (via London, April

ATHENS TO MAKE PROTEST. 


Air Raids on Saloniki to be Con- 
sidered Attacks on Greece. 


ATHENS, April 1, (via Paris, April 2.) 
—Macedonian members of the Greek 
Parliament today’ presented to Premier 
Skouloudis a written demand for the 
protection of Saloniki against aeroplane 
raids. The Cabinet is called upon to 
send a declaration to the Central Pow- 
ers stating that any bombardment of 
Greek territory by aeroplanes will be 
considered as directed against Greece. 

Premier Skouloudis accepted the docu- 
ment and promised to. make the repre- 
sentations demanded. 


PARIS, April 2.—A semi-official re- 
port issued today says: 

‘At Saloniki German and Bulgarian 
detachments, which had occupied Greek 
villages, have been withdrawn to the 
frontier after skirmishes in which they 
suffered comparatively heavy losses.”’ 


German Building Trades Boost Pay. 

The employers in the German build-

WORKERS ARE FEWER, TOO 


Ceoniblantiioiy Fetherston Says Ab- 
sence of Complaints Shows De- 
partment’s Good Work. 


Commissioner Fetherston beljeves that 
the success of a Commissioner of Street 
Cleaning is to be measured by the vol- 
ume of complaint which ie made on: ac- 
count of the condition of the streets. 
Commissioner Fetherston does not ex- 
pect to ask praise, but feels a quiet self- 
satisfaction in the fact that less blame 
has béen heapéd upon the Street Clean- 
ing Department this year than ever be- 
fore, at least as far as he can remember. 

“The majority of complaints we have 
received this year have come from au- 
tomobile owners living on side streets, 
who desired to have their machines stop 
at their doorsteps,”” said the Commis- 
sioner yesterday. ‘* While we try to re- 
move ‘the snow as rapidly as possible, 
we can’t remove it from all ‘the ‘streets 
at once, but do so in the order of their 
importance from a traffic and health 
standpoint.” 

In fact, the streets upon which 
wealthy automobile owners live, ac- 
cording to the removal schedule, are 
the last to be cleared. It is the streets 
in the crowded tenement districts that 
give the Commissioner the most concern, 
where refuse accumulates the fastest, 
and where the health of the. greatest 
numbers is, threatened: The. wealthy 
automobile owners can wait until the 
last. 

First of all, the main north and south 
arteries of traffic;are cleared; then the 
most important cross streets are cleared; 
then snow is removed from the whole- 
sale goods districts in order to keep 
food and merchandise .moving; then 
cross streets over which there is much 
traffic are tackled, and lastly the resi- 
dential cross streets where there is little 
traffic.” 


Congested Districts First. 


In clearing off the cross streets the 
congested section of the lower east side 
is the first cleared; then the workers 
Start upon the congested areas of the 
Chelsea, Greenwich, and upper east side 
districts, and also other scattered cross 
streets, such as the tenement region of 
West Bixty- ninth Street. The streets 
on the west side north of 135th Street 
have given a great deal of trouble on 
account of their cay Bag steep grades. In 
some places ashes hav n dumped 
in the street and pemained there for 
days before it was possible for wagons 
of the Street Cleaning Department to 
get them out. 

About 40 per cent. of the side streets 
are not cleared at all, unless the weath- 
er remains so cold that the snow does 
not erasuelly. melt away and they be- 
come blocke but Commissioner Feth- 
erston explained that: more stde streets 
had been cleaned this year than ever 
before. The tenement districts, partic- 
ularly, have received attention that nev- 
er has been given them. Rivington 
Street, said the Commissioner, was fre. 
quently cleaned before Fifth Avenue, 
because of its better sewer facilities. 

The satisfaction of Commissioner 
Fetherston, however, is based upon com- 
parative statistics as well as absence of 
complaint alone. The following table

Smashed In a. Short and 
gia Demonstration. 


RESERVE POLICE CALLED ‘ON 


Disturbance Was Meant as Protest 
Against Curtailment of the . 
Visiting Hours. ‘ 


Angered by the curtailment of visiting 
privileges at the Bronx County Jail, 
fifty prisoners, confined on the fifth 
and sixth tiers for minor offenses, 
started to turn the jail wrong side out 
last night and created a good deal of 
commotion for a few minutes. 

The prisoners were enjoying their usual 
privilege of exercise and recreation in 
the corridors outside the cells when a 
disturbance broke out on the ‘upper 
floors. Prisoners rushed to the windows, 





| which are protected by a framework of 


iron bars three feet inside the openings, 
and began to hurl out into the street all 
the furniture of their cells that was 
movable, Shoes, brooms, and crockery 
were hurled through the windows, and 
fell on the street below to the accompani- 
ment of the clash of broken glass. On 
the sixth tier the prisoners even tore 
loose the mattresses and bed clothing 
and thrust them through the windows. 

The jail occupies the southwest corner 
of the courthouse building at 163d Street 
and Third Avenue, and fronts on a busy 
transfer point on the trolley lines. Many 
persons waiting for cars scampered 
hastily to shelter when the fusillade of 
plates, glass, and brooms etarted, and 
the report spread over the neighborhood 
that a big jail delivery was going on. 

But nothing as seriots_as that oc- 
curred. The jail, which ts of modern 
construction, is effectually. protected by 
barred’ doors and gateways. So far from 
the prisoners trying. to escape, when 
they heard on the stairs the clattering 
feet of Night Warden Michael Lyons 
and six of his men they quieted down 
and by the time the keepers arriv 
everybody was standing about peace- 
fully and nobody seemed to know who 
had etarted or vartcipated in the dis- 
turbance. 

Police Captain Frank Landrey of the 
Morrisania Station was passing at the 
time and called out the reserves to go to 
the aid of the jail officials, but they 
were not needed. Sheriff James O’Brien 
appeared on the scene a few minutes 
parva and, finding that the disturbance 

peared to have been most severe on 
ti e > eiath ten he revoked the privitege 
of of golng about in the corridors up to 10 

and confined all prisoners on that 
tier to their cells. 

Fifteen windows had been broken. An 
incidental accompaniment to the dis- 
turbance was a flood of water caused 
by all the prisoners fastening the plugs 
in their wash basins and then turning 
on the water full force. Cells, corridors, 
stairs, and elevator shaft were flooded, 
but the tile and brick construction pre- 
vented much damage.

“Most trout fishermen who have the 


‘best interests of the sport at heart will 


be in fpll accord with the Corserva- 
tion Commission of this State in its re- 
fusal to annul during the season just

person shall take fish through the ice in 
waters inhabited by trout.” The com- 
mission has the power, and has in pre- 
vious seasons exercised it, of suspending 
this provision for any specified waters 
and “for a specified period. Such action 
hag resulted in wholesale taking of trout 
by persons who could hardly be said 
to have the true sportman’s spirit, with 
great resulting detriment to par fishing 
when the real. angling. seas opened 
Commissioner Pratt believes “this to 
utterly’ contrary to the’ spirit of the 
law providing for the. protection ‘of 
‘trout, and is firmly Gareriaiacd not .to 
connive at it by the usual special, order. 
Instructions have been given to the 
game protective hes to use the utmost 
vigilance in guarding aeemet violations 
of the statute in this respect. 

In line with this attitude is the con- 
tention of a large portion of the anglin 
brotherhood that the trout season shoul 
be further limited in ‘its duration, to 
conform more nearly to the limitations 
set’ by nature. Not many streams in 
this State are fished with rod and reel 
at any time in April, and in the early 
days of the month weather conditions 
almost invariably make the whipping of 
the brooks unprofitable if not impos- 
sible. There is a rather widespread be- 
lief that it would be for the improve- 
ment of the sport, as well as for the 
benefit of the game little thibe which 
furnishes it, if the opening of the season 
ine peels State were retarded un- 
t ay 


Athletics as a Scholastic Spur, 


The hypercritical attitude of a great 
many members of college Faculties to- 
ward all forms of athletics which call 
for the upbuilding of teams for inter- 
institutional competition is one of the 
chief sources of the inflexible opposition 
to Faculty control which is manifest 
generally throughout the undergraduate 
world. The proressors, especially the 
older‘ ones, are prone to convert their 
disapproval of certain abuses into in- 
tolerance of the whole athletic phase 
of college life; and the students, con- 
scious though many of them are that 
the veins of scholarship are at = 
drained for the nourishment of sports 
yet fear to -intrust the regulation of 
their leading recreation to mean} 
hands. 

Dean Randall of Brown University ' 
words of the other day: “ Aration cn 
themselves are in no sense responsib 
for the evils which’ are so feeioen tty 
attributed to them. A _ school system 
which does not give proper attention to 
physical education its ignoring the first 
requisite in intellectual growth. Phy- 
sical exercise is best accomplished 
through outdoor sports, and these sports 
are the more exhilarating, and conse- 
quently the more profitable, when. the 
spirit of competition is introduced. Ath- 
letics in the school system is, in many 
respects, as essential as the classroom 
work.’ 

Under the system now in force -at 
Brown no student may pla = any team 
or take any part in college activities 
if he is more than six oeeneater hours 
behind his class, or if he is on proba- 
tion or under discipline of any kind, or 
if he is apparently neglecting his class- 
room work on account of outside in- 
terests. In other words, an undergrad- 
uate: must be up to the mark both in 
scholarship and character or he cannot 
represent the institution In either ath- 
letic or non-athletic activities. This, o 
course, is conducive to real effort on 
the students’ part to maintain high 
standards. 

Professor Randall is convinced the cor- 
rect solution of the whole vexatious 
problem is to be found in this arrange- 
ment, He gy further : 

ss long aS we geek tO évade elig- 
ibility rales and to trample on scholas- 
tic standards in order to retain the 
athlete; so long as we are willing to 
make gods of athletes and fill their 
heads with false notions concerning 
their real worth; so long as we —— 
our scholastic requirements any 
rigid for the athlete than for the orate 
nary student, just so long must we ex- 
pect athletics to interfere seriously with 
the more important work of the col- 
lege. It is perfectly possible, however, 
* * * to use these activities as ef- 
fective agents in the accomplishment of 
some of the more serious tasks for 
which our schools and colleges are 
founded.”’ 2

Producer Says Flime Will Supplant 
Second Companies. 


William A. Brady, who has been in- 
terested in the moving picture industry 
for a year or more, announced yester- 
day that he had assumed control of all 
productions of the World and Equitable 
Film Corporations and Paragon Films, 
Inc. These companies have five studios, 
and Mr. Brady will not only supervise 
the taking of filmg in all these, but will 
pass upon the product of several other 
affiliated companies.

“What I propose to do is to make 
pictures. of my New York productions 
with the original cast in each case, and 
then release them at the close of the 
Broadway run, when the play is being 
given on the stages of the large cities. 
In this way I can give the one-night 
stands the best version available of a 
New York ‘hit.’’ 

The plans of the companies with which 
Mr. Brady thus becomes associated :in- 
clude the erection of a movie eaentre 
on ue tae with a seating gee ino 
5,000. It is.said work on this wil 
begun soon. 

Mr. Brady contemplates ‘making some

PASTOR CALLS WAR “GOOD.” 


Dr. Cadman Says It Is Moral When 
It Redeems “ Worse Things.” 


Speaking at the West Side Y. M. C. 
A., Fifty-seventh Street, near BHighth 
Avenue, yesterday afternoon on 
“Christianity and the Present Crisis,’ 


Dr. S. Parkes Cadman, pastor of the 
Central Congregational ‘Church, Brook- 
lyn, said all the great reforms in the 
world were not accomplished by paci- 
fist means, but by bloodshed and sacri- 
fice. Men have had -to contend for 
everything they have possessed since 
the world began, he declared. 

“We all deplore and hate war,’ he 
said, “but I hate tyranny and abhor 
oppression infinitely more than I hate 
war. The first great need of societ 
not peace, but justice. The conditions 
which the pacifist presupposes do not 
exist. The nations Merl are preda- 
tory and criminal. I believe that war 
is always moral when it redeems a 
state of things worse than itself.” 

Dr. Cadman made a, plea for Chris- 
tian unity. The petty differences ex-+ 
isting among the various denomina- 
tions had so occupied the time of Chris- 
tian people, he said, that they had lost 
sight of the larger ‘issues in the world. 


BAKER CRITICISED IN PULPIT 


Dr. Goodell Opposes War Secretary 
as Enemy of Preparedness. 


The Rev. Dr. Charles L. Goodell, pas- 
tor of St. Paul’s Methodist Church, 
West End Avenue and Eighty-sixth 
Street, in his sermon on “ Bible States- 
men and Ours,” severely criticised yes- 
terday the appointment of Newton D.

wilt Attach Property of Widdeen 
for $31,200 Alleged Fraud. 


_A writ of attachment has been issued 
by Justice Gavegan of the Supreme 
Court against the property of Knut C. 
Widdeen,. who has been unsuccessfully 
sought since’ March 4. The plaintiffs 
against Widdeen are Kuno B. Heber- 
lein and Franz Rosenberg, and in their 
application; filed with the court, they 
charge that Widdeen got $31,200 from 
them by an alleged faudulent transac- 
tion. 

Widdeen told them, they said, that he 
had a process by which he could make 
synthetic rubber for 15 cents a pourid. 
The process, he was said-to have told 
the plaintiffs, was known only to him- 
self and to one John E. Doane, and that 
the gecret was locked up in a strong box 
in the Fifth Avenue Safe Deposit Com- 
pany, but that nothing could be done 
with {t until some of the stock of his 
company, which had been hypothecated, 
was redeemed. Widdeen, according to 
the plaintiffs, professed a desire to give 
them a demonstration of the process and 
escorted them a plant at 252 Fortieth 
Street, Brooklyn. In the plant was a 
big vat, and in the vat was some stickly 
substance which Widdeen, they said; de- 
scribed as ‘‘ rubber by my process.” 

Widdeen explained that his company, 
the Northern Rubber Corporation, was 
capitalized at $100,000, and that it was 
authorized to manufacture rubber. The 
capital, he was alleged to. have gaid 
could be easily increased to $750,000, and 
that it would be easy to make 10,000,000 

pounds of ory ear. If the plaintiffs 
youl put u 51 per cent of 
stock woul hos ‘turned over to them, 
Widdeen is alleged to have said, and 
the work of nanufecturing by the secret 
process would begin at once.

‘PUT ON HOME BASIS 


Commissioner Kingsbury Says 
the-Institution Is No Longer 
a Soup Kitchen. 


MANY COMFORTS PROVIDED 


Medical Inspection and 
Clinic Added—New Employ-. 
ment Features. 


The methods of handling applicants to 
the Municipal Lodging House are under- 
going a period of sanitary reform, ac- 
cording to John A. Kingsbury, Commis- 
sioner of Charities, who said yesterday 
that the institution had ceased to be a 
mere soup kitchen, but that the work 
done there now was of the most modern 
sort. : 

‘““We afe trying, and to a great ex- 
tent have succeeded,”’ said Mr. Kings- 
bury, ‘‘ in chenging the idea the public 
has concerning the lodging house. It 
is a place for men and- women out of 
work or out of funds, who may come 
there without losing their self-respect 
in any way. The Department of Char- 
ities has been trying to equip itself with 
the best information in the first place, 
so that the process of the reform has 
been smooth. The building as it is now 
is in good shape and the methods in 
handling the lodggrs have improved a 


great, deal in the last year. The in-| Bros., 


dustrial conditions, no doubt, have been 
in a great measure responsible for this, 
because the number of applicants for 
lodgings has been less. 

“The entrance medical examination 
has become more thorough with a view 
to segregating those: who might carry 
infection, and a whole floor has been 
devoted to the segregation of cases 
suspécted. A miniature hospital ‘has 
been organized. Acute cases go at once 
to Bellevue, others are held for exam- 
ination. 

“A person entering the lodging house 
first géts a meal consisting of soup and 
a large slice of bread with a cup of 
coffee. Then his clothes are fumigated 
and he {s made to take a bath. He is 
then subjeated to a rigid medical ex- 
amination, and if he has any serious 
ailment an ambulance is called and he 
goes to a hospital at once. If he is 
suspected of tuberculosis he is placed in 
a tuberculosis ward. 

“Growing boys who have come from 
other cities to see New York and who 
become stranded here are made to give 
the names of their relatives at home, 
if they have any, with whom the de- 
partment communicates in order that 
the child may be returned to his own. 
Invariably the family sends the money 
for the fare of the wanderer. 

“An especial feature of the medical 
éxamination is the mental test, which is 
quite an innovation. The men are ex- 
amined and a number of defectives have 
been found who otherwise upon leaving 
the lodgings would drift into the hands 
of the city authorities in the course of 
time either through the jails or alms- 
houses, when they should be in asylums,

Last week’s markets supplied illus- 
tration of this dual tendency. The ab- 
sorption of Arfglo-French bonds which 
carried them about 2% points above 
their recent low, the large démand for 
the Canadian Government issues, par- 
ticularly the fifteen-year bonds, and 
the. readiness with which several 
American issues were taken, showed 
clearly the large demand for invest- 
ment issues. On the other hand, trad- 
ing on the Stock Exchange: dwindled 
and prices declined four days out. of 
the six. The market was left almost 
entirely in the hands of -professional 
traders, the public pursuing the neu- 
tral. course of neither buying nor sell-. 
ing. 
There was a revival of the ines 
dealings in some of the war stocks 
which had been the centre of specu- 
lative interest last year, but this ac- 
tivity seemed to be limited to the circle 
of Street traders and to have:left the 
public at large quite indifferent to the 
movement. Whether the public would 
remain indifferent to a continuation 
fdr any length of time of activity and 
rising prices in the favorites of last 
year’s speculation in the war stocks 
is aside from the question. The fact 
is that the public has been disposed to 
leave the market to those who trade 
as part of or as the whole of their 
daily occupation. 
The net change in prices last week 
was slight. The decline during the 
first four days was in large part offset 
by the recovery in thea last two days, 
but neither acveimot was wide 
enough to be particularly _ significant. 
The market saw its low ievel so far 
this year on the Ist of March, and it 
ended the month about midway be- 
tween that low price and the high 
price of the month, which was reached 
at the close of the second week. At 
the high of March’ the price was al- 
most up to the final price of last 
year before the heavy selling which

Comparing the present state of the 
market with its condition at the end of 
the year, there can be little, if any, 
doubt that its position is: very consid- 
erably. improved.

The first impression of all those who 
discussed the probable market effect 
of a break with Germany was that it 
would cause a sharp, even though it 
might be a brief, selling movement, 
and that this would force a decline in 
prices. Neither this nor’ the occur- 
‘rence of a break with the Berlin Gov- 
ernment owas considered certain 
enough to induce heavy selling, but 
it did cause a feeling of caution which 
kept prices declining until it was in- 
dicated toward the close of the week 
that the matter was not likely to be 
brought to an immediate. issue owing 
to the desire of this Government for 
fuller information before taking a defi- 
nite stand with Germany. This is a 
matter which cannot be dismissed as 
an important market’ factor, until it 
has been settled one way or another.

CAN HURL SHELLS 26 MILES 


Stronger Defenses Urged by Otto 
Luyties in Analysis of Vul- 
nerability Here. — 


The effect of a larg& calibre shell be- 
ing dropped into New York City by a 
hostile -war vessel, and. the necessity of 
providing adequate fortifications for the 
harbor, were explained yesterday by 
Otto Luyties, a consulting engiheer, who 
ig ‘taking the lead in ‘the movement to 
have the Government provide tor its 
defense. : 

He .also explained. how the attack 
might be made by a small fleet of fast 
battle cruisers, which could outfight in- 
ferior units of the United States Navy 
and escape the larger vessels which they 
could not defeat. 

“In case of war with any foreign 

ower, or with any alliance against us,” 

e said, ‘‘and we have seen many un- 
expected quarrels and many strange 
alliances during the Sage few years, the 
American fleet could not lie on guard 
just outside New York Harbor, as many 
of our citizens seem to: imagine, but 
would have to devote its attention to 
the enemy. New York would then be 
mainly dependent a a its harbor de- 
fenses, consisting largely .of 12-inch 
guns of a slightly antiquated model. 

‘A -single- fast and- powerful: battle 
cruiser—a typeof which our navy has 
not one—appearing suddenly off our 
coast in the absence of our fleet could, 
especially on a slightly hazy day, run 
safely within the euter range of the 
defending guns, and shoot over the in- 
tervening strip of land into the heart 
of-New York City. .This could be done 
for the moral. effect of a so-called 
demonstration, or for a spiteful reprisal 
or, if other conditions permitted, to de- 
mand ransom.

Might Bombard 26 Miles Away. 


“ Foreign battle cruisers have a fight- 
ing range of ten to twelve miles. If 
the vessel assigned for the bombard- 
ment of New York had the mounts of 
a few guns especially adapted to fire 
at a high angle it could shoot into the 
city, inaccurately, of course, but quite 
well enough for its purpose, from a dis- 
tance of twenty to twenty-six miles. 
The intervening strip of land and the 
limited accurate range of our present 
coast guns together are evidently in- 
sufficient to protect the city from 
bombardment. 

“A small fleet of battle cruisers 
could easily make a serious raid upon 
the City of New York. If challenged 
by some of our dreadnoughts they 
could outrun them, while their larg 
p od would enable them to fight of 
eatroyers at long range. 

If a single large shell ever should 
strike one of our downtown office 
buildings. the ‘direct d. e and the 
indirect injury to the business of our 
city would be incalculable. One type 
of foreign naval shell weighs 1,960 
pounds, - while others weigh a little 
more or a little less. They carry a 
relatively large charge of high ex- 
plosive, and usually strike at a velocity 
exeeeding 1,500 feet a second... In plain 
terms they weigh about a ton, ‘hit at 
over a thousand miles an hour and 
then explode. 

“It is an interesting question for 
architects to consider whether one of 
these ¢normous shells would cause one 
of our skyscrapers to collapse com- 
pletely or mere y would blow all the 
walls, floors, and ceilings out of three 
er four stories. Of course the shot 
would be immediately followed by a 
dangerous fire. 

“The first of the great shells that 
struck Liége is rumored to have caused 
a fort to collapse with all its under- 
ground assages, killing: 1,700 men. 
Many other shells are said to have 
fallen in vacant places, doing almost no 
damage at all. A big shell ngewe ao, Kn 
large’ New York building probably 
Would kill and injure many persons. 
Of course there would then be a prompt 
official investigation, a crowded indig- 
nation meeting and~« many eloquent 
speeches. 


Effect of Salvo Fire Explained. 
“A single big shell falling in lower 


; Manhattan would.have an unfavorable 


effect on the renting and selling value 
of all downtown real estate. Modern 
warships now usually fire salvos of 
from eight to twelve guns at a time 
ao that it would take one vessel, if 
conditions were favorable to a close 
approach to Long Island, about ten 
minutes to throw a hundred of the 
largest shells into Manhattan or Brook- 
lyn.

There is no mili- 
tarism and ‘no jingoism in this concep- 
tion; it is not only our right, but our 
duty to protect the country, under whose 
benevolent government we live and pros- 
per. However, I personall}:consider an 
invasion of our land as quite unlikely, 
at least during the next decade, not be- 
cause there is not plenty of angry and 
jealous feeling seo us, but because, 
under al] the existing military and po- 
litical circumstances, such an invasion 
would probably be unsuccessful. Of 
course, the best argument in all our agi- 
tation for preparedness .is that an: evi- 
dent ability to resist invasion will gen- 
erally secre the enemy not to attempt 
it at all. 

“ For an invasion of the United States 
complete control of the sea would be 
required, involving pees the com- 
plete destruction of our fleet, together 
with an immense fleet of transports and 
supply ships and a tremendous expen- 
diture. 

Naval Raid Always «a Peril. 

“A naval raid, however, especially 
on New York City, if our fleet were 
partially defeated, or divided, or en- 
gaged in seeking the fleet of the enemy, 
would be quite feasible and therefore 
quite likely, unless our defenses are 
greatly strengthened against that par- 
tieular contingency. It is no argument 
to say that .no one would be mean 
enough to shoot into our city, as mod- 
ern warfare ig showing itself to be par- 
ticularly ruthless. 

**Coast defenses have the particular 
advantage of being able to carry larger 
guns than war vessels, and so instead 
of having mostly smaller guns we should 
have a few extremely large guns for the 
forts around New York. We should have 
mobile defenses and especially sufficient 
available troops to prevent the sudden 
capture of the forts from the rear. We 
need aeroplanes, particularly, with‘ sub- 
marines, mines, and the usual other 
equipment. 

‘Reflection will show that my stand 
for strong defenses for New York City 
is particularly well taken, and that this 
matter -is of _ and increasing im- 
portance to the country as a. whole. 
Coast and harbor defenses are neither 
pro-ally nor pro-Teuton, and neither 
aggressive nor militaristic, but are a 
quite unobjectionable protection.
